RUSSIANS 
RETREAT 
TO MUKDEN 


Retreat of Kuropatkin's Army 


to the Northward Continues 


—Rearguard Harrassed 


by Pursuers. 


Japanese Army May Overtake Slavs Near 


Mukden and Force Another Decisive 


Battle—Commissariat and Artil- 


lery Retreating Beyond 


Mukden. 


Fighting c. continuous rear guard ac- 


tion with tho Japanese who hang to his 
flanks, Kuropatkin continues to fall back 
over roads made sodden .by- two days 
heavy rain. The heads of bis long com- 
missary trains have 
passed 
through 


Mukden and continue northward. It is 
reported that in spite of the bad roads 
and persistent attacks on the Russian 
rear, the retreat is orderly. Details 
of the fighting and the cxnct po- 
sition of the opposing armies arc lack- 
ing. The Russian general staff, while ad- 
mitting it has received no official advices 
since lust evening, denies the report that 
Kuropatkin's rear guard has been anni- 
hilated. 


From Tokio comes the official report 


'that the bulk of the Russian forces is 
still at. Ycntai: 


Whether or not Kuropatkin will make 


another stand at Mukden is not indicat- 
ed in today's advices. Jn St. Petersburg 
it is argued that the'fact that his com- 
missary trains passed on through Muk- 
den docs not indicate that the Russian 
commander proposes to evacuate the city 
without a struggle, but only that they 
nre taking up their proposition in the 
rear. 


MUKDEN, Sent. C.—1:40 p. m.—The 


commissariat nnd columns of artillery 
are arriving here and proceeding north- 
ward. 


General Kuropatkin's army is engaged 


in an extensive rear guard action. 


TOKIO, Sept. C.—2 p. m.—It is report- 


ed hero that tbe Russians have retir- 
ed beyond Yentni. General Kuroki has 
occupied the town.' 


HARBIN, Manchuria, Sept. G.—Vice- 


roy Alcxicff and his staff have arrived 
here from Vladivostok. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6.—7 p. m.—It is official- 


ly announced that a portion of the Rus- 
sian force remains at Yingshuissu, south 
of Ycritai, where the bulk of the Rus- 
sian army is assembled. 


TOKIO, Sept. 6.—5 p. m.—The French 


minister today formally notified the Ja- 
panese government that the 
Russian 


cruiser Diana will disarm at Saigon, 
French Intlo-China where she sought re- 
fuge August 20 after taking purt in tho 
battle of August 10 off Port Arthur. 


YENTAI, Monday, Sept. 5.—(Delayed 


Jn transmission.)—There 
was heavy 


fighting northeast of this place today. 
The Japanese troops arc now pressing 
northward along the ridges cast of the 
railway and several skirmishes have al- 
ready taken place within twenty miles 
to the southeast of Mukden. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. C.—1:20 p. 


M.—The Novoc Vremya this morning 
got out an early edition announcing the 
fall of Port Arthur but it was recalled 
before tho paper reached the streets. 
Such a report is current but it seems to 
have no basis, in fact. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. C.—0:25 p. 


'rn.—Private reports from Mukden say 
that somo of tho rear guard actions in 
progress are quite severe, but no details 
huve been received. 


MUKDEN, Sept. 0—1:40 p. m.—Tiie 


retreat of General Kuropatkin's army 
is being carried out in good order, dp- 
spite the terrible condition of thu road*, 
rendered sodden by the rains which full 
yesterday- and today, which mire the 
lumbering guns and 
heavy 
transport 


trains. Long lines of commissariat wag- 
ons drawn by stenmins mules, -horses 
and even bullock's arc straining their 
way north over the soaking, cut up main 


road from Ycntai. Behind them come 
long trains of artillery and 
back 
of 


them still Kuropatkin's army. The Japa- 
nese are 
hanging on Kuropatkin's 


Hunks, keeping the Russians engaged in 
a continuous rear guard action. The 
progress of the retreating army 
has 


been slow owing to the necessity of first 
getting througli the baggage and guns; 
but, 
the heads of the 
commissariat 


trains already have passed through Muk- 
den and are continuing their way 
towards the north. 


The main Japanese army is marching 


up along the roads eastward of the Rus- 
sian lines of retreat, which converge at 
Mukden. Another Japanese 
.force 
is 


also heading for Mukden from the west- 
ward coming from the direction of the 
Liao river. 


Marshal Oyaran, seems to be making a 


race for Mukden. He evidently has great 
superiority in numbers, especially in ar- 
tillery.

pondcnt of the Associated Press could 
hear the booming of the Japanese can- 
non, 
which are in play .fourteen miles 


from Mukden. 


The skies are blnck and the air is 


stifling with the sense of 
suffocation, 


which is felt before a storm breaks- 
strange harmony between the elements 
and the menacing attitude of the con- 
tending armies.

'WAR OFFICE HAS HOPES. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 6.—3:08 p. 


m.—Apparently the' war office is not 
greatly disturbed by fenr that Field 
Marshal Oyama will cut off General Ku- 
ropatkin before he reaches Mukden. Ac- 
cording to the latest advices the Russian 
retreat is being effected in good order. 
The heads of transport trains 
parsed 


through Mukden yesterday at noon and 
the fact thnt thc'bnggage train's contin- 
ued on their way northward of Mukden 
the war office explains, docs not mean 
that Kuropatkin is bound further north 
at this time, but is simply a natural, 
precautionary measure, even if ho in- 
tended to hold Mukden, the Russian for- 
mation during the operations of an army 
locating the baggage 
train 
fourteen 


miles and the 
ambulance corps 
four 


miles in the rear of the main body of 
troojs. 


The news from the front indicates that 


Oyama, having failed to surround Kuro- 
patkin at Liaoyang, is pressing Kuropat- 
kin's rear with all the power of his 
tired troops, while hurrying forward a 
column which crossed the Taitse river 
at Bcnsihu thirty miles northeast 
of 


Liaoyang and five miles due east of Yen- 
tni station, in the hope of cutting the 
Russian line of retreat below Mukden. 


This column may 
consist 
of 
fresh 


troops in light marching order. The 
Bensihu road joins the main road from 
Ycntai where the latter is intersected by 
the Him river, three miles below Muk- 
den. 
Once this point is passed Kuropat- 


kin's army will have the Hun river be- 
tween it and Oyama. The only uneasi- 
ness is due to the possibility that Japa- 
nese light draft gunboats, which accord- 
ing to reports arc coming up from New- 
chwang, might suddenly make their ap- 
pearance the river being navigable to 
this point.

As Kuroptitkin was just north of Ycn- 


tai when the heads of transports enter- 
ed Mukden yesterday it is evident that 
the retreating column is over 
fifteen 


miles lon^. 
REAR GUARD NOT ANNIHILATED. 


ST. PETERSBURG. Sept. C.—4:13 p. 


m.—The Associated .Press is authorized 
in the name of the Russian general staff 
to deny the report, which was in circu- 
lation here last night, of the annihila- 
tion, of General Kuropatkin's rear guard. 
According to the lutest advices .of the 
stall no Russian force wns cut off and it 
is believed thill there is liUle 'clangor of 
the Japanese intercepting Kuropntkin 
below Mukden. The information here is 
that the Japanese force 
at 
Bcnsiahu 


does not exceed two divisions .at 
the 


most. It is added, however, that the 


staff 3i8'i not yet received news 'from the 
front under today's date. 


EXPECT DECISIVE BATTLE AT HAR- 


BIN. 


PARIS, Sept. Cl—An official of the Ja- 


panese legation in the courso of an in- 
terview today, said he expected that the 
buttle deciding the future of Manchuria 
would occur at Harbin, as General Kuro- 
patkin's flight had been too hurried to 
permit him to entrench at Mukden. 


Harbin is 325 miles from Mukden .and 


the battle may not take place till spring.

BRING RUSSIA TO TIME 


Czar Will .Concede, Points Hade 


by Unlledlstates on Con- 


traband of War. 


LONDON, Cept. 6.—The preliminary 


representations made by Count Benken- 
dorfl', the Russian ambassador to the 
foreign office indicate that Russia is on 
the point of making substantial conces- 
sions to the United States and Great 
Britain regarding the question of con- 
traband of war, as a result of the sub- 
mission by Foreign Minister Lamsdorff 
of the report of the general commission 
to Emperor Nicholas today, together 
with information transmitted by Ambas- 
sador Benkendorff showing the views of 
the British government. It 
is" under- 


stood in official circles here that Russia, 
while- not -acknowledging 
herself 
at 


fault for the captures made by her ships 
in the past will -more specifically des- 
cribe the conditions under which certain 
goods such as foodstuffs and cotton be- 
come in her view contraband. 


Tiie British foreign office is satisfied 


from the representations made to it that 
such substantial 
concessions will be 


made by Kussia as will lead to. an early 
settlement of the question.

BELIEF THAT V€TE TODAY 


WILlfBJEFOfi, SETTLEMENT 


Packers Still Say That no Terms Have 


Been Offered-, and no Agree- 


ment Will be Made With 


the Union.. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—The beginning of 


the end of the stock yards strike came 
early this morning, 'when,- according to 
the packers more ihan: 1,000 of the 
strikers applied for.; their old jobs and 
were taken back. Men began to seek 
work'a few hours Before the time set 
for a meeting of theaallied trade' confer- 
ence board which, representing twenty- 
two trades, involvcefein the strike, was, 
as seemed to be theageneral impression,! 
to consider the question of submitting: 
to the unions whether the strike should 
be. called off or not. There was talk; 
among the strikers at the yards about 
"terms -of settlement." Officials of the. 
packing companies, {however, declared 
that no terms of settlement had been 
reached, that striker| applying for tlieir 
ol'd places would be*reiustatcd without 
discrimination, but.ttj) agreement would 
be made with the uajon. 


Meetings of all Iqcal unions involved 


had been called for t£day to -hear the re- 
sult of the deliberations of the allied 
trades board. But.-many of the men 
who have been idle for. eight weeks, fear- 
ed to await their action. So it was that 
a thousand applied for work. Expecting 
all would be ordered-'by their unions to 
go back -tomorrow, ^hey^rwent today to 
make sure of their places.

Cass Schmidt, vice president of the 


butchers, said the proposition to be sub- 
mitted provides for the calling off of the 
strike, the skilled men to receive the 
former scale of wages, the men to be re- 
employed os soon as possible and the of- 
fice of steward to be abolished by the 
union. 


.The allied trades council this morning 


decided to submit to the unions the 
proposition of a settlement of the stock 
yards strike.

Brattleboro and .David J. Foster of Bur- 
lington,. was. felt to be assured.

There is felt to be no question 
that both branches will be Republican 
and that Senator Redfield Proctor will 
be chosen for another term.

When 
the committee met. with the candidates 
to organize and plan" for the' campaign, 
the candidates on the county, assembly 
and senatorial tickets all joined with the 
members of the committee, and very iir- 
gcntty requested me to act as chairman. 
Knowing that if I consented it would 
mean 
the expenditure of an unusual 


amount of time and labor, as well as 
money, on my part, to carry tho ticket 
through to success, on account of 'the 
feeling that existed between tho factions 
of the party, I at first refused. The .sit- 
uation was critical. No one was willing 
to assume the responsibility of conduct- 
ing the campaign. 
After considerable 


discussion over the matter, f was per- 
suaded to accept the position,, on the 
condition thnt every member of the com- 
mittee would be loyal to every candidate, 
on the Republican, ticket, from governor 
to coroner. 


Soon after the active work of the 


campaign had commenced it was cur- 
rently reported that certain 
stalwart 


members of the committee were openly 
working against the Republican candi- 
date for governor.

that these reports were true, T notified

As tbe campaign^progrfsscd it was 


often reported that there was a quiet 
but effective effort being made by the 
stalwarts throughout the state to dt 
feat the re-election of Gov. La FolleUn. 
This report was denied by most of the 
siahvarl lenders. The result of the elec- 
tion would, on its facn, tend to show 
'tiiat the stalwarts had boon loyal to the 
whole ticket. 
Of course the official re- 


turns of the election merely sh'ow the 
total number of votes received by each 
candidate, but do not show how many 
straight or how many split ballots wfrc 
cast/The special reports, however, which 
were mndn by men who were present at 
each of the pollinu booths durincr the 
cnunlinjj of the ballots, showed (hat in 
the city' of Racine alone nearly KOO Re- 
publicans had voted the straight ticket 
except for the candidate for governor. 
The statement made by the stalwart 
leaders that their'faction would be loyal 
to the parEy was thereby entirely dis- 
proved. 


The character of tho factional fight 


that had been waged in the party since 
that time is too well known to need 
more than passing reference 
nt 
this 


time. We all know that the stalwart 
members of the loirfslature defeated the 
passage of a bill to create a commission 
to regulate freight rates; they defeated 
a. bill to prevent an increase in the 
freight rates; they defeated a bill to pro- 
hibit the giving of rebates to favored 
shippers; they defeated a bill for a 2 
cent passenger rate; they defeated a bill 
to amend and improve tEe co-employe 
law for the benefit of the railroad em- 
ployes; they defeated' the operation of 
trie primary election law until after the 
next election, and they tried to defeat 
the 'joint resolution to elect, the United 
States senator by popular 'vote.

It is necessary to .keep in mind tho 


foregoing facts in order to form a cor-

They will also assist in explaining the 
action of the stalwart members -of the 
committee On Monday last. 


Since the last general election four 


new wards have been created in this 
city. These wards are legally entitled 
to representation on the county com- 
mittee.

Eighth ward. _in which he resided, and 
suggested the names of four other gen- 
tlemen 
to 
represent the other four 


wards. One of the gentlemen suggested 
by me was unable to .act,, and snothei 
was suggested in lii.i stead by one of the 
committeemen present. FnTl opportunity 
wnfi then given to all those present 'to 
make any objections to -the election ol 
the gentlemen tTius suggested. No ob- 
jections whatever were made by any one 
"to any of the gentlemen, although., the 
majority of thtisc present at' the' time 


warts. A motion was made by one ol 
the members of the committee., that all 
of - the-gentlcmen/ recommended, viz.: Mr. 
John Peterson, Dr. W. G.'Wheeler, Mr. 
Andrew RuCer, TSr. L B. Grant and Mr. 
W. H. Bell, be elected to lill'.the vacan- 
cies t»i the committee from their respec- 
tive'wards and-the motion, was unani-' 
.mously carried. All of these gentlemen 
have since acted as members of the com- 
mittee for their respective wards and 
are, in my. opinion, still legal members' 
of the committee.- There is no provision 
n the Jaw for the removal of any mem- 
ber of the committee by the committee, 
itself.

As soon as .the committee was called 


to order on Monday, the stalwart^mem- 
bers being a.ll present, knowing that they 
had the power to do as they pleased in 
the matter, as they had 'a majority of 
all those present, proceeded 'to declare1 
vacant tho seats of all1 those members 
elected on April 1C who were not stal- 
warts. 
The reason [jiven for. this un- 


heard of proceeding was that the_ com- 
mittee had no power to fill vacancies on 
the committee caused by the creation of 
new wards. If the election was.illegal, 
then the election of Mr. Peterson, which 
was made at the same time and on the 
same motion, was also illegal, and he, 
too, should have been removed. But 
they say,that Mr. Peterson had previous- 
ly represented' .the old Fifth ward and 
could not be legislated out of office. Al- 
though he now resides in the new Eighth 
ward, he also represents tho Fifth and 
Ninth wards on the committee, accord- 
ing to 
the stalwart contention. 
Mr. 


Peter NolRoji, another stalwart, repre- 
sents tho Sixth, Tenth and 
Eleventh 


wards on the name theory. 


The stalwarts, claimed that I had not 


been fair with their faction of _the party 
when I made the recommendations above 
referred to. IE is true that when I rec- 
ommended the gentlemen referred to for 
places on the committee. I was satisfied,, 
and still bnlive, that every one of them 
had been loyal to tbo whole Republican 
ticket at the last election. I had no 
idea that this fact 
would 
disqualify 


them to act on. that committee. It seems, 
however, that hT did, in the minds of the 
fnin and unprejudiced stalwarts on the 
commitf.ec.1

Although.ihe weather was stormy last 


night and threatening this morning it 
did not frighten away the gray haired 
men who in 1801-1SG5 went to the front 
and fought that the union might be pre- 
served, and they .arrived from different 
states. 


.LIFELONG COMRADESHIP. 


It was pleasant and refreshing to wit- 


ness the meetings at the depot and then 
in the hall. Boys who fought side by 
side in that bloody conflict can never 
forget each other, though they survive 
a hundred years. The custom of meet- 
ing to revive the scenes and incident of 
army life is fitting and should and will 
be carried on until the last survivor an- 
swers the roll call. 


Without a doubt there was not a regi- 


ment that distinguished itself with, more 
valor than the 
Twenty-second. They 


took part in a largo number of battles 
and held their own every time. Juit 
how many came back alive after the-war 
ended, or who are living today is not 
exactly known.

European nails, 
bolls and nuts and such articles arc 
ihipped in sheet iron kegs instead of 
.voodon boxes. Many of the American 
boxes aro of too light stuff for foreign 


port. Yesterday I saw a case of Cal- 


ifornia canned goods fall apart when 
landed on the wharf by a customs steam 
crane, and the cans went helter-skelter 
everywhere. A week ago a piece of ex- 
pensive machinery came from the states 
with a part broken because protected by 
a llimsy quarter-inch board instead of 
something heavier. The machine was 
partially ruined." 


These letters are not written for po- 


litical purposes and if the hints are tak- 
en properly and tho failures referred to 
remedied,-there is no doubt but what 
this country can largely increase its 
trade with the Philippines, and with the 
tariff features abo remedied, we _can 
easily monopolize the importations into 
the Philippines.

eggs, 1 cup of flour, measured before sift- 
ing (sifted five times), H/i'enps of sugar, 
measured before sifting .(sift five times), 
1 tcaspoonful cream. of tartar, 1 tea- 
spoonful 
of 
-vanilla. Take the finest 


granulated sugar. Beat the eggs to n. 
stiff froth, then add the sugar gradually, 
beating all the time. -Put in "the flour 
lightly with cream of tartar. Bake fifty 
minutes in a moderate oven. 


Cup Custards.—Beat up 1 egg, put in 


a buttered cup, fill up with milk and a 
teaspoonful of sugar nnd cover with but- 
tered paper. Put the cup in a saucepan 
of boiling water and steam for a quarter 
of au hour or until firm. The custard 
may bo eaten with stewed fruit or it 
mny be cooked in a breakfast cup, tho 
milk being poured over a. Tittle crumbled 
sponge cake. Another method is to mix 
the beaten egg with strong stock, sea- 
son with salt nnd pepper, cook for fif- 
teen minutes nnd serve with roast beef 
or any other cold meat. 


Peach Preserves.—Select choice peach- 


es and leave them whole. Brush the 
skins carefully to remove the down or 
make lye by boiling a pint of wood ashes 
in four quarts of water, and in this 
plunge the peaches a few. nt a time, then 
plunge in cold water' and with the hands 
slip off the skin. Moke a'sirup by boil- 
ing three-fourths of a pound of sugar. 
Skim tho sirup, then in it 
cook 
the 


peaches, n few nt 
a 
time. Put the 


peaches into jars, mix a cup of-brnndy 
with each cup of sirup.and use nt once' 
to illl the jnrs. 'Close the jars as in can- 
ning fruit. 


Preserved Pen dies.—Wash the fruit 


after it is pared and the stones extracted 
nnd allow a pound oi sugar to every one 
of peaches. Put the sugar in a preserv- 
ing kettle and make the sirup as direct- 
ed" after it is strained put it ba'ck; let 
it boil steadily until they arc tender and 
clear. Take them out with a .perforated 
skimmer and lay upon flat dishes, crowd- 
ing as little as possible. P.oil the. sirup 
almost to a jelly—that is. until clear 
nnd thick, skimming off all the scum. 
Fill the jars two-tKirds full of the peach- 
es .pour on the boiling sirup nnd when 
cold cover with brandy 
tissue paper, 


then with cloth, lastly with thick paper 
tied tightly over them, or put in air 
tight jars.

Sipped hot it is a restorer of strength 
in cases of severe exhaustion, and leaves 
no after ill effects.

Keeping Cut Flowers Fresh.—"Flowers 


often fade because the stalks get bruised 
•whero-they are cut when being gathered.

"TAfter which 
bind the stalk with ft pad of coal in each 
vase, add somo sprays of cotton "wool or 
moss, put tho flowers in tepid water with

in half an hour the flowers will open and 
look as -if they hud just been gathered. 


In order to keen them fresh as long 


as possible, every evening the vase should 
bo stood on a stone slab or something 
that cannot bo injured by the damp, and 
syringed with lukewarm water. In the 
morning cut off about a quarter of an 
inch from each stalk, throw away all 
the water, fresh wafer (tepid) being re- 
placed.

turous Americans attracted toward Pan- 
ama by resumption of the vast enter- 
prise. It is understood that the Panama 
commission is especially desirous, to se- 
cure the widest publicity for the warn- 
ing sent out by Mr. Barrett. The re- 
port in substance is as follows:

Late today the general staff reconsid- 


ered its determination not to make pub- 
lic General Kuropatkin'a dispatch to the 
emperor of yesterday and the text was 
given out as follows: 


"At nightfall Thursday the Japanese 


attacked our Sykwantun position, but 
were repulsed after a hot fight They 
renewed the attack at night, this time 
with success, driving back a regiment in 
thrt direction of Sakutun. Tho retreat 
of this regiment led to the evacuation of 
the positions held by other troops. To- 
ards morning the troops advanced grad- 
ually in order to retake the Sykwantiih 
position. 


"At dawn on Friday I assumed the of- 


fensive against the troops of General 
Kuroki's army. At midday tho heads 
of tho attacking corps were in line and 
preparations were being made to retake 
by artillery the position captured dur- 
ing the night by the Japanese, and the 
infantry is also advancing to the attack. 


BOMBAEDMENT OF LIAOYANG. 
"During the night the Japanese vio- 


lently bombarded the interior 
of the 


Russian position inside the town of Liao- 
yong, and tho railroad -station and the 
railroad itself. Our losses were insig- 
nificant. 


"I have just received a dispatch from 


the chief of the Liaoyang garrison, tim- 
ed .10:35 a. m., to the effect that the 
Japanese attacked the fort situated in 
the center of our position, but they were 
repulsed with very great loss. We had 
six men killed in the fort." 


REINFORCING lOJROKI. 


Tho report 
from Tokio of Oyama

Under ordinarily good, 
conditions Jn the private dairy- the de- 
sirable bacteria are abundant and vig- 
orous, while the undesirable, the ta- 
labitants of filth, are few and easily 
held in check. But should those that 
produce talnteA,insipid and strong but 
;er get the upper hand they" would undo 
be work of the desirable ones, and. the 
butter, would- be off in flavor. After 
exhausting one means trying to keep 
out the undesirable, ones the next best 
method is to scald them to deatii by 
looting up .tiie cream to -155 degrees F. 
and holding It there for fifteen or 
twenty -minutes, then cooling It down 
:o the temperature desired toehold it at. 
When we "want to ripen we add a 
starter—that is, the desirable bacteria, 
Starters can be purchased in the shape 
of commerdai cultures, but as a rulo 
:he natural starter will do just as well 
and eave the trouble and expense of 
jurchasing a pure culture.

Value ot Onr Dalrr Product*. 
At the Louisiana Purchase exposition 


the importance of the dairy industry' 
vclll be shown in the excellence of the 
exhibits. Tha vast importance of the 
industry has been in a measure over- 
looked. It Is not generally known .that 
the products of the dairy for one year 
In the United States are of greater val- 
ue than the output of all the anthracite 
and bituminous'.coal mines combined^ 
says W. C. McCnrty. But the census 
.report establishes this fact. Indeed, the 
value of the dairy is greater than all-of 
tho minerals ' mined in - the United 
States if iron be-cxcepted. Tho dairy 
products for a year easily outrank In 
value wheat or cotton. The last census 
report shows that the year's dairy 
products were valued at $472,276.783, 
•while the wheat crop brought $869,945,- 
320, and the vnlue of the cotton manu- 
factures was $823,582,171- 


Demand For Bnttermalicr*. 


There la a greater demand for first 


class buttcrmakers today at larger sal- 
aries than we have ever had before, 
said Professor G. L. McKay in an ad- 
dress before the Minnesota dairymen's 
convention. We Imve had 'more calls 
for makers at salaries of $1,200 per 
year than we could supply. This was 
not because we did not have good men, 
but because we did not have men 
enough-to go around with all the nec- 
essary qualifications. 


Buttermftlccrs sbould enter butter In 


the educational contests and sbould 
occasionally attend some good dairy 
school if they wish to keep abreast of 
the times. A great deal more will bo 
required of the buttcrmnker of ,th» fu- 
ture than has been required in the 
past. The competition will be greater, 
with higher skilled men entering It 
Many of our brightest foufr year college 
men are talcing up.dairying as n life 
profession.

Ninety Union and three- 
fourths ns many rebel generals with the 
great majority of the rank and file have 
crossed the Rubicon nnd a restless -sense 
Of unreality pervades the mind nnd chal- 
len"es our pnrt in the mighty drama of 
the civil war. The Union armies have 
_..0 been mustered out. On. Pennsyl- 
vania avenue at Washington, stands an 
equestrian statue of our leader, William 
Tecuiusch Sherman, which constantly re- 
views a phantom army marching by_ in 
massive column, as marched the living 
;hnt day in. May before their ranks were 
forever broken.. 


As Nature's bounteous gifts for hap- 


piness nnd need are thanklessly received 
so the war-won blessings of a free, unit- 
ed nation are accepted without-thought 
of those by whose self-sacrifice they were 
made possible. In jealousy of hard- 
won fame, tbe'past must not be slight- 
ed, some gratitude the people owe. In 
our behalf we hero recall the campaign 
for Atlanta, which closed in triumph for- 
ty years ago. A campaign which must 
forever stand a monument 'of the valor, 
fortitude and patriotism of the Union 
soldier. Four long months of constant 
labor, of musketry unceasing with can- 
non's crash-, of .shell and canister which 
tested to the limit martial • qualities, of 
the highest order. Two hundred miles 
of trnvel over mountains, across rivers 
and through forests, fighting .and flank- 
in" opposing forces leagued with: Nature 
to render approach difficult nnd success- 
ful charge impracticable. 
. To the Twenty-second Wisconsin and 
many another gallant regiment, the cam- 
paign was costly of limb and life. Oi 
575 who marched from Nashville in April 
but 261 enlisted men reported for duty 
in. September, 


From. Rasnca's hills to Manior breast- 


work before Atlanta, bullet and shell 
had found their mark on 27 killed and 
154 wounded, while exposure and ex- 
haustion accounted for the others. • 


In that campaign when battles follow- 


ed in swift succession and the skirmish 
line was seldom silent, the regiment in- 
trepidly 
obeyed command despite fa- 


tigue excessive, and natural obstacles tc 
progress. Such fortitude 
had markec 


their conduct, such bravery.in the very 
presence of death, as won from those in 
high authority just encomiums of praise 
There were no stragglers on the march 
nor laggards from -hard Inbor under tho 
hot summer's sun nnd the damp, -chil 
dew 
of 
night. The Twenty-second 


shunned no contact with the enemy on 
skirmish line or battle line and their 
conspicuous courage won a general com- 
mendation. 


Some- o'f you know well, tho truthful 


ness of those reflections, some of yoi 
were on the skirmish line of that recon 
noisanee which under Co-burn found At 
lanta given up and passing through tin 
city made their bivouac txs outposts upon 
the eastern defensive line.

tory so decisive of political supremacy

Our retrospection ends. It is rich ii
